The project. of what is called the “ All- 
Red Route,” or continuous national line of 
communication botween Great Britain and 
her Antipodean Colonics, ix once more 
coming into prominence, It has been | 
recently stated that s steamship ‘company i 
has submitted an offer to provide n:fast 
rervice for the Atlantic part-of the-route 
for.a subsidy of - £500,000 a yenr, and that 
tho Canadian Goverument aro prepared to 
ear half this cost, which scoms incrediblo.

THE OVIUM TRADE. 


ALrioneti we have invariably conceded
